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NE of the important results of the 

Greater Victoria series of municipal 
elections was the passage of the school 
construction~program,- Which now can 
go ahead. This should end the long dis- 
cussion in which ¢urriculum, assessment, 
taxation and extraneous issues were con- 
fused with the immediate problem, which 
is to provide more classrooms in the 
Greater Victoria area as a whole. Rate- 
payers in the combined region passed the 
$3,129,000 referendum with the ‘required 
majority of 60 per cent and a little over, 
in spite of the action of Oak Bay which 
withheld its support. 

In view of the known requirements of 
the whole region, Oak Bay’s stand ap- 
peared to take on something of the 
category of special pleading. Oak Bay, 
jt was revealed, was afraid for’ its lower 
assessment roll, a factor it has nursed 
without much regard for the whole area 
or its own relationship to that. But there 
js no answer to a physical shortage of 
school accommodation apart from more 
classrooms, unless the unwieldy “shift” 
system is to be perpetuated and become 
a downright handicap, One notes that

ie seems hardly possible, said the recent 

Canadian Legion brief on war veter- 
ans’ allowances, that a human being can 
ke body and soul together in this day 
of inflated living costs if he is limited to 
an annual income of $720 if single, and

hardship. There is a statement which 
can searcely be denied. It will be a 
meagre Christmas for the hurnt-out pen- 
sioners seraping along under such nhig- 
gardly provision.

“It is hard to believe that this is just 
and fair treatment for the man who 
fought to preserve our liberty. We have 
been told that you cannot increase war 
veterans’ allowance unless other social 
benefits are improved. This is a proposi- 
tion we cannot accept. The Old Age 
Security Act states that every person 
who has attained the age of 70 years 
is eligible for old age pension, even though 
that person be a former enemy alien who 
fought against us. The War Veterans’ 
Allowance Act, on the other hand, states 
that the individual to qualify must have 
served in time of war, and, other than 


Reeve Fred Norris, who campaigned 
against the referendum, states .now that 
he is “satisfied” with the result. The 
remark is a little cryptic 

Insofar as the Greater Victoria School 
Board is concerned it has authority to go 
ahead with the construction program 
approved in principle three years ago, and 
endorsed now by the affirmative regional 
vote. At the January session of the 
Legislature the provincial government no 
doubt will explain its equalized assessment 
and other proposals in relation to the 
educational system as a whole That 
should clear the air and remove any 
present misgivings The salient fact is 
that a new start can be made in each 
municipality now to provide the class- 
rooms that will be needed on today’s 
school enrollment 

Elsewhere in the municipe 
the electorate renewed and strengthened 
existing administrations in cleanly con- 
ducted campaigns A vigorous election 
for a full slate of officials in the new 
municipality of Central Saanich rounded 
out the picture.

If the 
prevailing rates are all they have to lonk 
forward to they may wonder then at the 
rewards which service to one’s country 
brings. These older veterans in distress 
have been wondering with some bitterness 
for years, but the federal governinent 
seems indifferent to their lot. The war

Christmas Tree Poachers 


HRISTMAS tree pirates were at work 

during the week end, and there have 
been several complaints from landowners 
about city people trespassing over their 
property to hack down young trees and 
trample over seedlings. With all the 
warnings that have been given year after 
year against unauthorized cutting, most 
of these poachers must know by now that 
they are behaving illegally, It may not 
be fully understood by some, however, 
that taking a tree without permission 
amounts to common theft and the taker 
is liable to a charge of stealing ) far 
as the law is concerned trespassing on a 
man's land to remove a Christmas tree 
is no different from entering his house 
to steal the furniture. Both actions con- 
stitute theft and only difference js 
in degree 

No doubt there will be many more 
expeditions into the country in search of 
trees between now and Christmas. For 
the edification of those planning trips of 
that sort it should be repeated that trees 
may be taken legally only from privately- 
owned land and only with the consent of

There is no Crown 
land anywhere on Vancouver Island 
where the cutting of Christmas trees is 
authorized, and anyone who 
renders himself liable to penalty 
In recent years the authorities 
had to be more strict in enforcing 
law in this connection because of 
spread damage caused in areas reforested 
at considerable expense; and also because 
of instances of wholesale removal of trees 
for commercial purposes. The official 
attitude now is that it is no longer 
sible to wink at Mnauthorized gathering 
of trees, and those who may be planning 
trips into the woods for Christmas decora-
